—Gales at Other Places. 


Omaha, Neb., May 7.—Not since 18S2 
has Omaha been visited by so severe a 
hail storm as th at which prevailed from 
5:15 to 5:45 yesterday afternoon. Heavy 
clouds, borne by a cool wind, came up 
from the southeast, and after dropping 
rain for a few m inutes the black clouds 
began to precipitate hail. 
It came in 
three showers, with short intermissions, 
thestones getting heavier all the while. 
The bom bardm ent of roofs was terrific, 
but because the wind was not strong 
the east and south sides of buildings, 
save in the southern p art of the city, 
were com paratively free from harm. 
Skylights in every place suffered seri­ 
ously. The brunt of the storm passed 
over the eastern and middle portion of 
the city. 
People on the streets easily 
found shelter from the pelting, but it 
was a hard m atter to get horses under 
cover. Hundreds of them were driven 
upon the sidewalks and into the doors 
•of stores and office buildings, and while 
the fury of the storm was at its height 
the business streets were bordered by 
carriages and vehicles of all sorts occu­ 
pying the sidewalks with the horses in 
shelter. 
Reports by wire indicate the storm 
wras general in the state, doing much 
damage.

Cyclone in Wisconsin. 
Stevens Point, Wis., May 7.—A cy­ 
clone passed over the southeastern part 
of town last night and swept along for 
a mile, tearing up trees and overturn­ 
ing outbuildings. Two or three inches 
of rain fell in as many hours. 
Mukwonago, Wis., May 7.—The storm 
last night was unprecedented in this 
section of the country. 
One thousand 
window lights were broken by hail in 
the village.

crops cut to the 
ground. 
F ruit trees were in blossom 
and they are now ruined. 
Milwaukee, Wis., May 7.—The severe 
rain storm caused a serious cave-in in 
the big intercepting sewer or tunnel 
which runs through W ashington ave­ 
nue. Sixty feet of the street from gut­ 
te r to gutter is washed away. The hole 
is tw enty feet deep. 
The tunnel was 
filled with the dirt of the street and 
the entire sewerage system of the west­ 
ern and northern parts of the city has 
been rendered useless. The heavy rain 
caused thousands of dollars* dam age 
in those 
sections of the city, as the 
w ater backed up in the sewers flooding 
the cellars.

Sev­ 
eral bridges and miles of fences have 
been swept away.

CYCLONE AT UTICA, ILL. 


Un- 
Damages Terra Cotta Works and 
roofs Dwellings. 
Utica, 111., May 6.—This city, which 
has been drowned out and burned out, 
narrowly escaped destruction from a 
formidable cyclone late Saturday even­ 
ing. The workingmen had just left their 
factories when a great 
storm 
ap­ 
proached up the river from the west 
a t express train speed. About a half 
mile west of the river bridge the storm 
suddenly swerved to the north 
and 
headed directly for the town. People 
rushed to cellars and basements 
and 
sought to save their valuables. 
The 
central cone hung close to the earth, 
while at either side the other cones were 
elevated sixty feet above the surface. 
This central cone, the largest of the 
three, struck the grounds of the Utica 
Driving P ark association, 
destroying 
the grand stand and every building up­ 
on the grounds save the bandstand. It 
then passed on to the $50,000 plant of 
the Utica sewer pipe and terra cotta 
works, destroying all of the company’s 
Small extensive dry sheds and about one-third 
of its main buildings. It then jumped 
across the canal and struck the public 
school building, which was consider­ 
ably damaged. Then it unroofed a half 
dozen residences, tore up about two 
hundred feet of sidewalk on Chapel 
street, wrecked the residence of P. 
Brosneham and uprooted scores of fine 
trees. 
Luckily the storm passed in the rear 
of the business blocks, and mostly be­ 
tween houses, otherwise there would 
have been great loss of life and many 
thousand dollars damage. 


China Ratifies the Treaty. 
W ashington, May 7.—An official cable 
gives decisive Information th at the Em ­ 
peror of China has ratified the treaty 
With Japan. The inform ation clears up 
many contradictory statem ents 
from 
unofficial sources as to whether the 
Emperor had or had not ratified. The 
ratification of the 
Chinese 
Emperor 
brings China and Japan to a final ac­ 
cord, so th at it remains only for Japan 
to settle with Russia and other protest­ 
ing powers. It is said by officials the 
exchange of ratifications at 
Che-Foo 
will be largely a formality. The gath­ 
ering of foreign warships a t Che-Foo is 
less belligerent than would appear on 
the surface. It has been arranged th at 
the diplomats of European countries 
Should hold a conference at Che-Foo, 
and the vessels are said to be a part of 
this gathering.

Sheboygan, May 7—Mayor Born is­ 
sued a circular this morning to the 
strikers and employes calling a con­ 
ference at tbe council chamber tomor­ 
row morning to see if the trouble can­ 
not be settled by both sideB making 
concessions, which it is thought, they 
will both agree to do. 
The strikers 
this morning induced two hundred 
men to leave their benches in the She­ 
boygan Foundry 
works, 
but no 
violence wa6 offered. 
Chicago, May 7.—The Illinois Steel 
company in 
this city may 
be closed 
down this week if the wage question is 
not settled. 
A week ago IOO yardmen 
asked for a raise from ll to $1.25 per 
day. 
The company offered a raise of 
ten cents per day, but the men refused 
to accept and quit. The company offer­ 
ing a raise to the yardmen led the other 
departm ents to ask for concessions and 
yesterday about eighteen switchmen 
and sixty firemen asked for a raise 
from $1.50 to $2. This the company re­ 
fused, but a meeting will be held in a 
day or two and the labor scale settled 
for the ensuing year. Should the switch­ 
men and firemen quit it would compel 
the mill to close and throw 1,500 men 
out of work. The officials say the com­ 
pany is willing to make a small raise in 
several of the departm ents and the m at­ 
ter may be settled quietly.

Discussion Over Text Books Leads to a 
Triple Tragedy. 
Como, Colo., May 7.—At the T arry all 
district school house, nine miles east cf 
Como, Benjamin Ratcliffe yesterday 
shot and killed Samuel F. Taylor, L. F. 
McCurdy and Geo. D. W yatt, consti­ 
tuting the school board, at the annual 
sshool election.

W ashington, May 7.—Senator Jones, 
of Arkansas, believes th at an interna­ 
tional m onetary conference will be held 
during the present year to consider the 
relationship of silver to gold as a money 
metal. He is one of the members on the 
part of the senate who will attend the 
conference in case one is called and has 
naturally kept track of all th at has 
been done in the m atter. He said th at 
while Germany had not issued an ex­ 
ecutive call for a conference the action 
of the reichstag had been accepted as 
official by the governments of the 
United States, France and Great B rit­ 
ain. 
Asked as to the time when he 
thought the conference would be called 
for, he said it would probably be late in 
the season, not earlier than October, 
and possibly as late as November. Both 
sides of the controversy were apparently 
anxious for delay. The English bimet­ 
allists claim to be making substantial 
headway and are asking for all the 
time that can be given before the meet­ 
ing of the conference.

The “Squabs’’ Bring Good Prices and Pass 
For Quail. 
Many Rock county farmers are turn­ 
ing their attention to pigeon raising, 
owing to the high price that is being 
paid in cities for young birds. 
The 
raising of pigeons is less trouble and 
more profitable than growing chick­ 
ens, and La. Kennedy, who resides on 
a farm seven miles north of the city, 
keeps five hundred birds on hand for 
breeding purposes. 
The young birds, 
which are called “ squabs,” are in 
prime condition when but eighteen 
days old, when they are then killed 
and sent to Chicago and the eastern 
market, where they bring fancy prices, 
being sold Jo quail. Toe squibs,after 
being killed are shipped by express in 
boxes filled with ice, without being 
picked, and bring from 92.50 to $3 OO
